Mr. Joun R. Procter, the President of 
the United States Civil Service Commis. 
sion, who @ied so suddenly at Washing- 
ton on Saturday, Was an exattiple of the. 
best type of American ° citizenship. 
“ Without féar and without reproach,” 
might well have been his motto, had not 
this modern Bayard been too unconsdéious 
of self to. realize that it fitted’ him and 
too modest to proclaim it had it occurred. 
to him. He was a mere lad when he Was 
gent North to the University of Penn- 
syivania to prevent him joining the Con- 
federate Army, a precaution which 
proved quite inadequate, as he ran away 
and served gallantly through the War. 
After he had to his native 
State of Kentucky, and sought serv- 
ice In vain in the army of Mexico, then 
oh the eve of triumph against Maxnait- 
tam, he settled down to study and became 
the State Geologist. Here he his 
first lesson in the spoils systent, 16 
which he absolutely refused to conform. 
His apparently quixotia . conception of 
public duty cost him his post, but witi- 
mately, through the efforts. of Mr. 
Rooswvertt, secured his appointment as 
& meniber of the Civil Sérvice Commis- 
sion by President CimvELAND, a position 
he held for ten years before his death, 
Only those who. are intimately acquaint- 
ed with his work can appreciate its rare 
value’ With unflinching courage afid 
fidelity he cémbined actte™ practical 
judgment, knowledge of mén,., unflag- 
ging £004 nature, and wonderful ‘persist- 
ence. In dealing with Congressmen anda 
Senators and Presidents he wot cornfi- 
dence and respect along ‘with persona) 
any sacrifice. .His attitude toward the 
spoils #ystem was peciliar.
